come, ami Cor this reason should be 
a fairly good building oC sufficient 
beauty nnd capacity to answer the 
purpose Intended and at tho same 
time be an ornament to the city. 


It will only be a short time now he- 


fore we havo some kind of a. paid Ore 
department, and when this state of 
affaire conies nbout It 
Is 
entirely 


probable that there will be but ono 
department in the city, and this one 
should be centrally located so as to bu 
refulily accessible to both sides of 
the river. 


An engine house 
properly con- 


structed could be made an ornament 
to any of our streets and if this wero 
done it would be desirable to havo It 
somewhere on ono oif our main streets 
to take tlio place of a vacant lot or 
an old shack that is now an eyesore 
and is roailJy holding back Oic1 pro- 
gress of the city. 


There Is no question but what it 


would cost more money to erect a 
building on ono of our main streets 
vnd buy tho property than to put it 
up on property already owned 
l>y 


tho city, but for a building that is 
going to stand for a quarter of a cen- 
;uiy or moro, this is a matter that 
ought not to cut much figure. 


'There u.ro many vacant places on 


tho east side that could bo purchased 
it a roasoueble figure, wjiorc such 
nillding could bo erected, \vhoro It 
would bo accossablo and at tho same 
Imo holp to dress up tho town.

fact, the city owns a picpo of ground 
ilongsido dm ,1. E. Daly drug store 
that has been an oyosoro for inan> 
years, and an engine house there 
would open out onto tho wide p:irl ol 
the street and would bo an ideal 
ilace for a building of thts kind 
There aro ailiso many vacant lots on 
both First and Second streets whore 
such a building could bo built wliore 
t would fill all the 
requirements 


noted above.

other reasons—first, tho wholesome 


dread Inspired by the prescribed mined areas and 
next because of the various expedients, adapted 
liv the belligerents to neutralize these subaqueous 
weapons. Even HO, the mine Is playing a big part 
In marine warfare, and we shall have to count 
with It and against It now that we have Joined 
forces with the entente allies. 


It Is a matter of record that the Germans got 


fhe Jump on the British by their prompt and even 
daring employment of the submarine mine. With- 
in n very short time after the declaration of war 
Teuton mine planters were operating on tho Eng- 
lish and Scottish coasts and \\ero busily engaged 
In sowing these weapons at the very entrance of 
enemy ports and rivers. 


For this pnrpose it was rather easy then to 


hare recourse to North sea fishing craft that had 
nil the outward complexion of Innocence; Indeed, 
for weeks these boats went about their work well- 
nigh unsuspected. It was only when British battle 
eraft were mysteriously damaged and sunk that 
the British authorities awakened to their peril. 


Even then the hcllef prevailed that the damage 


wan more or less a matter of .sheer chance— 
chance in the nature oC a friendly defense mine 
that had got adrift 
Then the next explanation 


ivns that a particularly daring U-boat commander 
had managed to get within sitrlklng distance, and 
finally It dawned upon the British coast patrol 
rhat enemy mines wore being freely planted right 
under their very noses 


Every fishing boat was then an object of sus- 


picion, and prompt Investigation proved In a great 
many cases that there was ample warrant for this 
attitude. Neutral trawlers became moro and more 
Infrequent In certain of the waters contiguous 
to the north and east coasts of Scotland and Eng- 
land, and for a tlnio the mine menace was held 
pretty well In hand. 


The resourceful Teutons 
however 
were not 


checkmated, and It was onl> n question of time be- 
fore they developed a method with which to offset 
the vigilance of the r.ritlsli coastal p-itrol. Then 
the Gorman submarine mine layers got to woil;. 
How many of these tho kaiser's experts have built 
and sent to their fields of service In the waters of 
the North sea especially, Is not known It Is safe 
to say too many of them have been built ami dis- 
patched upon their missions anil the general chai- 
aeter of them all Is probably much akin to that 
of the TJ-C-5, which was captured and, taken Into 
a British port. 


By chance a British destroyer discovered the 


U-C-5 on the surface and In distress at some point 
along tho east coast 
When summoned by mega- 


phone to surrender the crew of the submarine 
mustered on deck anil held up their hands In 
token of submission, but curiously before a relief 
boat could be sent to them they jumped overboard. 


The cause of their action was noon explained 


Another member of the submarine's complement 
suddenly appeared upon deck and threw himself 
Into the'water and almost Immediately afterward 
there were a number of violent explosions within 
rhe U-O-5. 
The last man had exploded bombs 


which blew holes In the craft 
But for prompt 


action on the part of n British sublieutenant, who, 
protected by a grs mask, went dauntlessly down 
Into the Injured XJ-boat, the mine planter would 
have filled and gone to the bottom In water too 
deep for her recovery. 


As It was she represented n despoiale task for 


her would-be salvors and It was necessary to se- 
cure a couple of mines within tho boat that had 
been set free by tho explosions before It was 
iafo to tow the submarine Into harbor and to dock 
her. 
Upon examination tills new order of sub- 


marine was found to be charged or laden with n 
rtor.en powerful contact mines housed In six vor- 
tical wells passing dUectly from deck to bottom of 
the craft 


Each well held two mines, one on top of the 


other, and both were kept In their places by lock- 
Ing devices which could bo reloaded from \vlthln 
the submarine. 
The controlling station for this 


operation was found to he In the conning tower, 
so that the common tor of the boat with only her 
periscopes] above water could see just where to 
sow his weapons. 


In this way the Hermans have been able upon 


many occasions to approach certain sections of 
the water* about the British Isles and to plant 
there mines that have accomplished the destruc- 
tive work cut out for them. How many ships 
have been sent to the bottom by. mines sown by 
hoots of this sort Is, of course, n matter of con- 
lecture, but there can be no doubt that submarine 
mine plrintcrs are actively employed today. 


One thing about them that makes them of spe- 


cial interest, even concern, to us Is that there Is 
nothing to prevent their operating In a similar 
manner upon our Atlantic coast. What Is to pro- 
vent n submarine somewhat after the order of the 
Deutschland from being ectulpped for work of 
this nature? Instead of carrying some hundreds 
of tons of commercial freight sbhc could Juit »<< 
easily divide that weight among mines, mint plant-

Ing apparatus and an Increased supply of fuel and 
food which would make H possible for her to per- 
form her service for longer periods and over 
wider zones of action. 


The whole subject of submarine mines, offensive 


and defensive, and the subaqueous protection 
against enemy submarines 19 one with which our 
naval and military authorities are deeply engaged. 
It Is safe to sav that wo are going to see some re- 
markable developments, and largely because our 
allies are going to give us the benefit of their own 
experience so that native Ingenuity can start to 
Improve upon tho fruits of the labors of others. 
Indeed, our subaqueous defenses must of necessity 
be of tho best types possible because of the extent 
of our seaboard and the comparatively limited 
number of vessels that the navy has for patrol 
work, 


The recent presidential order prescribing de- 


fense /.ones nt the approaches of certain ports and 
waterways had to do with the army's part pri- 
marily In this matter of subaqueous safeguards. 
Tim mine fields controlled by the military authori- 
ties, those of the Coast Artillery corps, are ns n 
rule protected by observation mines or electric 
contact mines that arc made active or inactlvo by 
the operation of a switch. That Is to say, the vita- 
lising current comes from a central station ashore, 
and neither of (hese types of mines will explode 
unless the electric current reaches them by way 
of a submerged cable. 


In the case of the contact mine with the current 


turned on the mine will explode when bumped 
and tilted over to n prescribed angle. The obset- 
Mitloii mine, on the other hand, does not have 
to he touched by the enemy craft, but Is subject 
to the will of an observer on shore. 


Observation mines are planted In groups and 


are laid out In definite checkerboard areas, and 
each group Is set off separately and simultane- 
ously 
The observer, by moans of range marks 


or bearings, knows Just when the approaching foe 
reaches any one of these squares, anil accordingly 
the one within which the enemy lies at the mo- 
ment determines the group of mines to be deto- 
nated 


Tho contact mine, as may easily be understood, 


docs Us work where an observer might fall, after 
dark, and for that reason the electric current Is 
turned on with set of sun and the whole area so 
sown becomes Instantly n menace to friend or foe. 
It In quite likely that observation mines were 
employed bv the Turks nt the Dardanelles and 
therefore by approaching from under water It was 
possible for tho British submarine B-ll to dive 
beneath live rows of minus, probably shoving 
their cables aside and tilting the weapons, and 
then pushing on .so that she could rise to tho sur- 
face and torpedo the Turkish battleship Messu- 
dljeh, which was stationed to guard that very 
mine field 


Had those mines been of tho contact sort, the 


displacement of their cables would probably have 
caused their detonation and likewise the destruc- 
tion of the E-11. Other British submarines suc- 
ceeded In passing submerged through those Turk- 
ish defenses, the enemy observers being unable to 
soo the underwater boats. It was the exploits of 
the submarines at the Pnulunelles that disclosed 
to the British the weak spot In their own mine 
defenses and led a fehort while afterward to the 
development of other protective agencies In deal- 
ing with the German underwater boats. 


Unquestionably the most spectacular part of 


submarine mining Is that tn which the weapons 
arc resorted to In open waters, especially In those 
offshore areas where a defense of that sort Is not 
mdlmirllj employed 
The Italians were the pio- 


neers In tills order of subaqueous warfare, and 
they developed the art In pence to such a point 
that other nations realized that the mine was no 
longer limited In Its potential usefulness either to 
the defense of a port or for blockading the ships 
In an enemy harbor. 


The Italians showed that the submarine mines 


could he used offensively, so to speak, If planted 
secretly and placed where by strategy the unsus- 
pecting foe could be lured over and Into thorn. 
The Japanese during their war with Russia made 
good use of what the Italians had taught them, 
and when tho present conflict began Germany 
was fully prepared to carry the practice still fur- 
ther, 
i 


Herman mine layers were ready and numerous 


on August 1 three years ago; and as wo now know 
the kaiser's navy lost no time In mining tho marine 
approaches to the fatherland, Not only that, but 
tliese ciatt, In \arlous guises, planted mines over 
\\lile areas In tho North sen and In the waters of 
the Biltlsh Isles. 


The Hague convention of 1007 among other 


things piovlded that "It Is forbidden to lay an- 
chored automatic contact mines wlilch do not 
become harmless as soon as thev have broken loose 
Irom thcli moorings," and It was also proscribed 


* t h n t t i m e 
at t h a t t i m t 
that no nnanchor- 
ed mines should 
be used which would be dangerous more than an 
hour after they had been dropped Into the sea. 
The mines In question are self-contained contact 
mines that are not controlled from any shore or 
observing station und aro well-nigh Instantly men- 
acing when cast oyprbonrd. 


.Tust before the win the Germans, with their 


usual technical cunnings, developed a naval of- 
fense and defense mine which could be used either 
In a fixed position or be planted hastily in water 
traversed by enemy shipping. This mine Is the 
type which has done such destructive work and is 
designed to bo fired by an electric battery placed 
Inside of the mine, this buttery being Inactive un- 
til the mine has been submerged and then struck 
by a passing craft. 


A development of the contact mine which the 


Germans have at times employed successfully Is 
one surmounted by n dummy or decoy peilscope 
The object of this ruse Is to Invite ramming on 
the part of a patrolling vessel or even a mer- 
chantman when the deceived navigator belles es 
that the chance Is good for sending n U-boat to 
the bottom 
Of course n vessel attempting to ram 


that durnmj periscope Is sure to strike the con- 
tact mine and cause It to explode, the result being 
disastrous to the ramming cinft. 


This lure has not worked so well latterly be- 


cause tho observer Is able In a few moments to 
establish the fact that the periscope Is stationary, 
and the work of getting the underlying mine out 
of the way Is left to the fairly safe process of 
sweeping—trawlers linked together by a loop of 
wire ropo doing tho work. 


In order to deal with bolh the submarine tor- 


pedo boat and the siibimulne mine planter the 
British admiralty has had recourse to defense 
nets of a novel character. 'These hn\c been very 
well described by Rear Admiral William S. Sims. 
According to this authority: 


"We did not find out for a long lime what those 


nets are like and I think It Is necessnrj that It 
nl ould be understood In order to rcall'/e the Rreat 
danger submarines run in the presence of light 
surface craft. 


"Tho net Is a very light one, made of little wire 


lope, probably not as big as a lead pencil, prob- 
ably not more than n quarter of an Inch In diame- 
ter. 
The meshes of tho not are 12 to 15 feet 


square. On top of this net are floats and on the 
bottom are little weights. 


"The moment this not—'unbeknownst' to tho 


submarine commander, of course—Is In the water 
In front of him, the floats keep the net on the 
surface and the weights keep the bottom down, 
and If he runs Into It his how goes Into ope of 
the meshes and the net falls back around him, 
and It may foul his propeller or may not. 


"The nut Is 800 or 400 yards long, and as the 


submarine proceeds the floats will trail on the 
surface, so that even If ho dives deeper he leaves 
these on the surface and his trail is plain and there 
is no difficulty then In capturing him. He knows 
when ho runs Into a net that his capture Is prac- 
tically certain. 
If he ,gocs down 200 feet the 


floats of the net nru still on the surface," 


These nets are used In two ways, either passive- 


ly at chosen points In guarded waters or they are 
dropped overboard by patrolling vessels that dis- 
cover n submerged submarine In motion. It Is n 
fact that even though a submarine be running 
totally submerged 20 or 80 feet down, It still 
causes a disturbance nt 'the surface, not a wake 
In the usual sense of the term, but a type o£ 
wave which Is easily distinguished from the regu- 
lar surface waves, and this phenomenon Is readily 
discernible from the bridge of a ship or from a 
hydroplane. 


To return to the submarine mine 
We have so 


far considered only that so-called offensive type 
which can be anchored In fairly smooth waters, 
such as prevail extensively In the North seu, but 
now let us take up that kind which can be dropped 
ovcrboaid In much deeper water. This sort Is 
capable of being planted from n speedy ship 
seemingly bent upon escaping from her pursuers, 
and her strategy consists In Inviting chase while 
dropping these stumbllngblocks right In the path 
of her oncoming enemies. 


Generally fhe ship hitting weapons of this sort 


docs so bow on, and that part of a vessel Is tho 
least vital section, 
A craft may havo her bow 


blown oft and yet be able to make n haven, and 
besides the damage may be susceptible of speedy 
repair. Our mines, on the other hand, have a de- 
layed action, and after being hit by the stem 
of a cmft roll sturnward In contact with her bot- 
tom for some distance before they explode. 
In 


llils way the blow, when Hie mine docs burst, 
slit lew some vital area and the damage Is well- 
nlgli certain to bo fatal.—New York Sun.

The Italians were the pio- 
neers In this order of subaqueous warfare and 
thev developed the art in peace to such a point 
that other nations realized that the mine was no

Madluon-—The assembly ol tho Wis- 


consin legislature engaged in a hot 
light over the liquor bill piovldlng for 
a three-mile dry zone around any mili- 
tary rodorvatlon or training camp used 
lor tho put pose ot training Wisconsin 
national guards, aoldiois, sailors or 
marines of the United Slates. 


Tho bill also provides that no li- 


cense Hluill bo grunted lor tho sale o£ 
any liquor for a distance of three miles 
of the grounds ot the Wisconsin mili- 
tary reservation at Camp .Douglas or 
tho United States military reservation 
near Sparta. 


Amendments to put a 500-toot dry 


zone aiound the soldiers' home at Mil- 
waukee and later a three-mile dty 
•/.one mound tlio homo were defeated. 
The latter amendment would have 
made the city of Milwaukee dry. 


When the bill was read in the as- 


sembly, F. M. Clark of Waushara coun- 
try complained that tho legislature had 
done nothing to curtail activities of 
the saloon. He fiald that this country 
was now engaged In war and ho be- 
lieved Iho state should bo dry. These 
ucntlmentft 
wore seconded by Van 


Dorn ot Sh.twuno county. There wa's 
n running debate all thtough tho offer- 
ing of amendments, with the results, 
howovoi, that the bill went through 
In Its original form. 


Tho bill was sent to engrossment, 


6>l to 16. On motion of Kvjue tho rules 
weie stispoiulnd, D9 to 8, and (ho hill 
then passed, ol to 15. Donnelly led tho 
light against the amendments for a dry 
zone around the Milwaukee soldiers' 
liomo. Cities with police protection are 
exempt ud Iroiu tho provisions ol1 the 
bill. The bill now goes to the senate.

first 500,000 takes 13.4 per cent of the 
eligible young men of the country, as 
has boon estimated. 


About 350, however, have already 


joined the army or navy, are training 
to leeolvo commissions as company 
officers, or have unlisted In other mil- 
tiny work.

Career of Constantino. 


' King Constantino's abdication is the 
culmination of his quarrel with the 
entente allies, which stretches hack 
to Turkey's entrance Into the great 
war, and Is perhaps the last political 
act of a royal career marked by a se- 
ries of ups and downs. 


Constantino Is believed to be strong- 


ly pro-German. He was educated by 
German tutors at Leipslc and married 
a 
Prussian 
princess, 
a ' sister 
of 


Kaiser Wilhelm. His entourage is 
largely 
pro-German, aiany. • of 
the 


array officers having been trained in 
the Teutonic empire. 


Constantino's people are, however, 


divided. 
A portion, .prompted per- 


haps by loyalty to the crown, have 
supported the king In his efforts to 
keep the nation out of the war, or at 
least not to,participate in the conflict 
on the side of the entente. 


Venlzelos' Following. 


A strong party, however, led by the 


statesman Venlzelos, is not only pro- 
war but pro-ally. 


Effort after effort was made by the 


entente and the Venlselists to force 
Constantino 
to 
draw 
his 
sword 


against the central powers, especially 
since the entente troops landed at 
SalonikI, tardily taking up operations 
in the Balkans following the collapse 
of the GalJipolI campaign. But en- 
couraged by his queen and the Teu- 
tonic league, he resisted only to see 
his power wnne, his subjects break 
Into revolt and his army locked up In 
the Peloponnesus, where it could not 
attack the entente forces from the 
rear, as It was suspected the Germanic 
court clique had planned to do, par- 
ticularly after the outbreak last year 
of the. military against the entente ex- 
pedition occupying Athens. 


Name Significant 


Constantino was born In Athens on 


August 3, 1868, the name Constantino 
being given him as an Indication of 
the ambitions of the recently liber- 
ated nation to extend its sway to in- 
clude the capital of the Turkish em- 
pire, and succeeded his father, George 
I, on the thone after bis parent's as- 
sassination at SalonikI In 1913. 


The new crown prince first came 


Into prominence nt the time of the 
Greek war with Turkey in the late 
nineties. 


Greece Unprepared. 


Constantino had tried to prevent 


the conflict, ,knowing the Hellenic 
army to be Ill-prepared, but popular 
clamor brought about the clash. 


Greece was disastrously defeated. 


However, he regained the national 
favor in .the Balkan troubles of 1912, 
when at the head of 10,000 Greeks, he 
captured 
SalonikI, which 
was . de- 


fended by 32,000 Turks. 


French Occupy Athens., 


Paris, June 13.—French re-enforce- 


ments have been landed in Greece, it 
was officially announced. French mili- 
tary authorities have taken over con- 
trol of the food situation In Greece and 
large bodies of French troops have 
been .moved Into Athens. 


A dispatch to the Havas agency

Sparrows Eaten In England. 


Sparrows are often eaten by Eng- 


lish country persons. They are cap- 
Wed easily In fine mesh nets stretched 
over the ground and baited with .grain, 
or Jn nets hung at night.around their 
roosting places in ricks, hedges and 
ivy-clad walls. .Also, the ground can 
be baited and a crowd of feeding spar- 
rows laid low with a. gun, using fine 
shot for the purposo. 


Uncle Sam's specialists have dis- 


covered one instance where cleanli- 
ness is not to be desired, where dirt 
is a protection rather thaa a menace. 
Strange to say, this discovery has to 
do with the preservation of one item 
of food supply. 


Approximately 5,016,000 dozen eggs 


spoil needlessly every year in cold 
storage simply because someone has 
let clean eggs get wet or has washed 
dirty eggs before sending them to 
market, according to the experts of 
the United Suites department of ag- 
riculture. 
Careful investigations of 


large quantities of stored eggs show 
that from 17 to 22 per cent of washed 
eggs become worthless in storage, 
whereas only 4 to 8 per cent of dirty 
eggs stored unwashed spoil. The ex- 
planation is simple. Water removes- 
from the shell of the egg a gelatinous 
covering which helps to keep air and 
germs out of the inside of the egg. 
Once this covering is removed by 
washing or rain which gets to eggs la 
the nest, germs and molds find ready 
access to the contents and spoil the 
eggs. 


This enormous loss In storage eggs 


largely can be prevented, it is de- 
clargd, if producers and egg handlers 
will refrain from washing eggs des- 
tined for the storage markets.and take 
pains to reduce the number of dirty 
eggs by providing plenty of clean, 
sheltered nests for their hens. 


Millions of eggs spoil In storage be- 


cause they have been exposed to dew, 
rain, dirt, and sun in stolen nests ini 
the grass or fence corners. 


In view of this great loss of valu- 


able food, the deportment urges coun- 
try storekeepers and hucksters not to 
accept washed eggs for shipment In 
case lots. Shiny eggrf, especially ia 
the early spring, probably have been, 
washed. AH washed eggs purchased 
should be sold locally for Immediate 
consumption, it Is declared. 


NEGLECTED SOURCE OF FOOD 


Sweet Potatoes Can Be Made Impor- 


.tant and Cheap Item of Diet, Say 


Uncle Sam's Farm Experts. 


Sweet potatoes can be made an im- 


portant and cheap source of food, say- 
specialists In Uncle Sam's department 
of agriculture. It is quite easy to in- 
crease the acreage enormously, and 
the adoption of better methods of 
handling and storing would improve- 
the product to such an extent that the 
demand would be greatly stimulated. 


Scoring sweet potatoes has always 


been a more difficult problem than 
producing them. A large part of the 
Southern crop Is kept in pits and. 
banks, with the result that probably 
30 per cent of the potatoes decay, ,and 
even those which are fit to,, put on the 
market do not keep well. 
Moreover, 


the pits and banks cannot be opened! 
during wet or rainy weather .without 
risk of Injuring all the,stock in them, 
so that it is not uncommon for grow- 
ers to be unable, because of weather 
conditions, to get out their potatoes 
it the very time that the market de- 
mand for them is greatest. 
, . 


Those difficulties can be done away 


with to a great extent by the use of 
;\veet potato storage houses, it is de- 
clared.

Will Give Vital Aid to the Engineers 


In Rebuilding and Maintaining the 
Lines of Communication — Part of 
Regular Army. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.— Uncle Sam will send a 


regiment of- foresters to France, men 
hardened to the service of field and 
flood and representing the best , of 
Mother Nature's breed. . . . . 


It Is wholly within the range of pos- 


sibilities that, these trained woodsmen 
of 'the United States may turn the 
scale In some of the Important opera- 
tions of the war. It will be the duty 
of these experts of tne forest service' 
of the United States to "get out" ma- 
terial necessary for trenches, bridges, 
railroads 
and . other 
construction 


work of vital Importance not only to 
the fighting line, but. to the means of 
keeping it supplied. The foresters will 
be as much a part of the military force 
of the United States as any other unit 
that we send save only that the men 
will be armed with the implements of 
their calling. They will not fight but 
they must at times run the dangers of 
those who do fight 


Some of the foresters who will go 


are engineers, but the actual' work of 
rebuilding the railroads which feed 
the fighting lines and the bridges 
which make the advances over rapid 
running streams possible will be the 
duty of the engineering detachments 
of the United States army. The forest- 
ers, however, will get out and supply 
the tested material for the use of their 
engineer brethren. The foresters who 
go Into a wood like that of Bois le 
Pretre on the west front, which dally 
Is shell-pounded, will know what it is 
to risk their lives for the cause of de- 
mocracy. 


French Railroads Have Suffered. 
Concerning the condition of the 


means of rail communication In France 
at the present time this was written 
today : 
"The French railroads, like those of 


Germany, have suffered terribly from 
the neglect Imposed by the use of men 
on the firing lines. The German rail- 
roads have suffered most, perhaps, be- 
cause of the lack -of lubricating oils, a 
want of which has played havoc with 
their rolling stock. 


"However this may be, the French 


cannot properly care for their rail- 
ways without taking men who are vi- 
tally necessary for the defense of the 
country. The railroads which provide 
important avenues of communication 
between the base and the front for the 
movement of troops and supplies can- 
not be neglected without seriously en- 
dangering operations against the en- 
emy. 
The engineers, the railway men 


and the foresters who will be sent to 
France by Uncle Sam will solve the 
gravest problem which has confronted 
the battling republic."

"Cold Steel" In Warfare. 


A day or two ago an order was Is- 


sued, or an intimation was given that 
it was to be Issued, that the re- 
cruits of the new American army, 
would be taught the British bayonet 
drill instead of that which has been 
in use in the American armies for a 
good many years. The reason is quite 
plain. 
The lessons of the present war, in 


which there "has been an immense 
amount of hand-to-hand fighting, have 
taught the British that new feints and 
cuts and thrusts with the bayonet- 
tipped rifle are an essential to success. 
The war has brought a good many 
changes In fighting methods, and the 
change In the use of the bayonet has 
not been the least of them. 


"Field guns and the bayonet will 


win the war for America and for its 
allies." 
This is the word frequently spoken 


by army men in Washington. 
Of 


course, it takes no thought of the pos- 
sibility of success of the German sub- 
marine campaign, nor of the possibil- 
ity of a great. German naval victory, 
for these two results, vital from the 
German point of view, are considered 
so remote of accomplishment that they 
do not enter into the military man's 
calculations.- 


Bayonet by No Means Obsolete. 
It was only a few years ago that the 


military authorities of the world came 
to think that the bayonet as a weapon 
of offense was becoming obsolete. 
There has been a-complete reversal of 
opinion. The British and the French 
have won many n trench and many a 
hand-to-hand conflict in the open by 
the use of the bayonet Bayonets are 
gruesome weapons, .but they, quickly 
put an end to an opponent's ambition 
to fight If he finds that he is .out- 
pointed by his. adversary In the use of 
this • particular implement of warfare, 


that soon reports Would begin to come 
in that the German troops did not 
"like the bayonet." The German army 
drove Its way into France and there- 
was comparatively. little opportunity 
for a few weeks to Judge of the'com- 
parative merits of the men. of the op- 
posing armies as bayonet fighters. Af- 
ter the battle of the Marne hand-to- 
hand fighting: became more common, 
and as the British and the French ad- 
vanced the bayonet came more and 
more into use. The prediction of the 
American soldier was borne out. Fre- 
quent cable messages said: "The Ger- 
mans do not like the bayonet." 


, 
It Is only due to an enemy to say 


that the German Is just as brave as 
any other fighting man. The reason 
for his dislike of the bayonet is that 
he has been trained to fight, not as an 
Individual, but as part of a machine. 
He is taught the bayonet exercise, but 
the machine-like movement is evident 
In his use of parry, thrust, lunge and 
butt to the front 


Why Germans Dislike It. 


The man who In the American 


army had Instructed recruits In the 
bayonet exercise .gave his reasons 
for saying that the German would be 
found to be "shy" when bayonet met 
bayonet. • He said that in the day that 
he taught recruits In the American 
army there were no restrictions on en- 
listments except physical restrictions, 
and that among men entering the serv- 
ice were many recently landed Ger- 
mans who ha:d served their time to the 
army of the empire. 


It was found that It was difficult 


to teach the German recruits the use 
of the bayonet so that they could 
handle the weapon with the lightning- 
like speed that the man of virtually 
every other nation could handle It 
The German was always a fraction of 
a second late. He came to "a guard" 
without any of the litheness of the 
men of other nationalities, and while 
he feinted and thrust and lunged Ijer- 
fectly so far as movement was con- 
cerned, there was an appreciable slow- 
ness about the thing which would be 
deadly In conflict 


France's Call for Men. 


From the instant that war was 


declared between the United States 
and Germany, American officers of 
the younger and more active ranks 
have urged the necessity of send- 
ing troops quickly to France. 
It 


Is believed that if the original plan of. 
high army officers had- been adhered 
to, American troops except for some 
few engineer detachments would not 
have been sent to Europe for many 
months. 


The view of the younger officers of 


the American service, indorsed as It 
was by General Joffre and unquestion- 
ably Also by the president, brought a 
change In plan, although of course It 
is not known definitely, nor will It be 
published when It Is known, Just how 
quickly large forces of,American sol- 
diers will be sent to the fighting line. 


Here is a copyrighted and author- 


ized cable In the New York Times 
from Wythe Williams: 


"France always has kept the num- 


ber of her losses to herself. She now 
says quite openly that she needs men. 
The Germans are still terribly strong, 
and it Is therefore to America that she 
Is looking to help her. strike harder 
than ever at the Teuton's battle line 
and smash It" 


Relies on America. 


This Indirect appeal for men which 


has just come from France seemingly 
Is Indorsed by General Petaln. 
The 


disclosure of the French army's need 
for men to drive home victory probably 
would not be made unless it was 
thought that the appeal would be an- 
swered by the American army authori- 
ties 
France never has allowed it to 


be- known prior to this time that her 
armies stand In need of re-enforce- 
ments to enable the republic to carry 
home the blows which It has been de- 
livering for months.

The situation In France, It Is held in 


Washington, makes it imperative that 
there be speeding up In the training of 
our oversea forces. It seems certain 
that the early predictions made that 
regulars and

Guardsmen 


would be sent to the front much more 
quickly than anyone had supposed will

partment up to five o'clock last eve- 
ning showed that tho loan hud gone 
over the $2,000,000,000 mark and might 
reach $2,500,000,000. Treasury officials 
said It probably will bo nine o'clock to- 
night before tho final returns are re- 
ceived. 


Secretary McAdoo made no formal 


announcement of tho result of tho 30- 
day campaign for war funds, but ex- 
pressed lilf satisfaction with tho fig- 
ures he expects to have tonight, 


However, in u brief statement, Mr. 


McAdoo announced that up to one 
o'clock yesterday tho subscriptions of- 
ficially reported to his ofllco totaled 
$1,848,000,000,' which loft only $107,- 
000,000 to be made up from this vast 
sums which It Is certain will bu report- 
ed today.

King Constuntlne's abdication is the 


culmination of his quarrel with the 
entente allies, which stretches hack 
to Turkey's entrance Into the great 
war, und Is perhaps the last political 
act of a royal career marked by u se- 
ries of ups und downs. 


Constutitine Is believed to be stronp- 


ly pro-German. lie was educated by 
German tutors at Lelpslc and married

Prussian 
prluci>ss, 
u sinter of 


Kaiser 
Wilhelm. His entourage is 


largely 
pro-German,

Constuntlne's people are, however, 


divided.

But en- 
courupecl by his queen and the Teu- 
tonic league, he resisted only to see 
his power wane, his subjects break 
Into revolt and his nrmy locked up In 
the Pelopoune.sus, whore It could not 
attack the entente forces from the 
rear, ns It was suspected the Germanic 
court clique had planned to do, par- 
ticularly tiftor the outbreak last year 
of the military against the entente ex- 
pedition occupying Athens. 


Name Significant 


Constantino was born In Athens on 


August 3, 1863, the name Constantino 
being given him as an Indication of 
the ambitions of the recently liber- 
ated nation to extend Its sway to In- 
clude the capital of the Turkish em- 
pire, and succeeded his father, George 
I, on tho thone after his parent's us- 
sasslnation at Salonikl in 1913. 


The new crown prince first came 


Into prominence nt tho time of the 
Greek war with Turkey In the late 
nineties. 


Greece Unprepared. 


Constantino had tried to prevent 


tho conflict, .knowing the Hellenic 
army to be ill-prepared, but popular 
clamor brought about the clash. 


Greece was disastrously defeated 


However, he regained the national 
favor In the Balltun troubles of 1012, 
when at tho head of 10,000 Greeks, he 
captured 
Salonikl, which was de- 


fended by 32,000 Turks. 


French Occupy Athens. 


Paris, June 18.—French re-enforce- 


ments have been landed In Greece, it 
was officially announced. French mili- 
tary authorities have taken over con- 
trol of the food situation In Greece and 
large bodies of French troops have 
been moved into Athens. 


A dispatch to the Haves agency 


from Athens says:

This enormous loss In storage eggs 


largely can be prevented, U Is de- 
clarqd, If producers and egg handlers 
will refrain from washing eggs des- 
tined for the storage markets and take 
pulns to reduce the number of dirty 
eggs by providing plenty of clean, 
sheltered nests for their hens. 


Millions of eggs spoil In storage be- 


cause they have been exposed to dew, 
ruin, dirt, nnd sun in stolen nests In 
the grass or fence corners.

TRAPPING OF MONKEYS EASY 


Curiosity, Greed and Imitative Faculty 


of Animal* Furnish Vulnerable 


Rolnt of Attack. 


When wo see In the street nn or- 


gan-grinder with his little red-cupped 
pet monkey, we seldom stop to think 
of tho animal's native home or how It 
was trapped. As a matter of fact, the 
monkey came from Asia, Africa or 
South America. 
The last-mentioned 


have nostrils widely soparnted where- 
as the old world monkeys have them 
close with n narrow nnsal septum. 


One might readily imagine that the 


trapping of monkeys is n difficult op- 
eration. 
However, nothing could be 


further from tho truth than this hy- 
pothesis. 
Monkeys are enslly caught, 


not by heavily built traps, v but by 
sheer ingenuity nnd the simplest sort 
of artifices. A monkey hns various vul- 
nerable points of attack, so to speak; 
und these are cupidity, curiosity, cov- 
otousness or greed, and a truly won- 
derful Imitative faculty. 


A trapper can take a pair of boots 


into the Jungle, drop them down within 
sight of n monkey nnd soon have 
that monkey In a cage.

use. 


The wood, ufter being beaxonod thor- 


oughly, is pinned nnd then goes to tho 
marker's bench, where the pattern Is 
marked on It, It Is then cut out wjth 
siiws according to tills pattern, grooved 
on the bottom to give the ski runner 
bntter control of his skis, steamed und 
the "prow" bent, the hole cut for the 
harness which holds the feet to the ski, 
nnd then finished and pulntcd.

Will Give Vital Aid to the Engineers 


In Rebuilding and Maintaining the 
Ulne» of Communication—Part of 
Regular Army. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—Uncle Sam will send a 


regiment of foresters to France, men 
hardened to tho service oC field and 
flood and representing the best of 
Mother Nature's breed. 


It Is wholly within the rnnge of pos- 


sibilities that these trained woodsmen 
of the United States may turn the 
scale In some of tho Important opera- 
tions of the wnr. It will bo the duty 
of these exports of trie forest service 
of tho United States to "get out" ma- 
terial necessary for trenches, bridges, 
rnllronds 
and 
other 
construction 


work of vital Importance not only to 
the fighting line, but to the means of 
keeping It supplied. The foresters will 
be as much a part of the military force 
of the United States ns any other unit 
thnt we send save only that the men 
will be armed with the Implements o£ 
their calling, They will not light, but 
they must nt times run the (lungers of 
those who do fight. 


Some of the foresters who will go 


nre engineers, but tho actual* work of 
rebuilding the railroads which feed 
the fighting lines nnd the bridges 
which make the advances over rapid 
running streams possible will be the 
duty of tho engineering detachments 
of tho United States army. The forest- 
ers, however, will get out nnd supply 
the tested material for the use of their 
engineer brethren. The foresters who 
go Into a wood like that of Bols le 
Pretre on the west front, which dally 
ie shell-pounded, will know what it is 
to risk their lives for the cause of de- 
mocracy. 


French Railroads Have Suffered. 
Concerning the condition of the 


means of rail communication In France 
at the present time this wns written 
today: 


"The French railroads, like those of 


Germany, have suffered terribly from 
the neglect Imposed by the use of men 
on the firing lines. The German rail- 
roads have suffered most, perhaps, be- 
cause of the lack'of lubricating oils, a 
want of which hns played linvoc with 
their rolling stock, 


"However this muy be, the French 


cnnnot properly cure for tlielr rail- 
ways without taking men who tire vi- 
tally necessary for the defense of the 
country. The railroads which provide 
Importtint avenues of communication 
between the bnse and the front for the 
movement of troops und supplies cnn- 
not be neglected without seriously en- 
dnngerlng operations against the en- 
emy. 
The engineers, the railway men 


nnd the foresters who will be sent to 
Frnnce by Uncle Sum will solve the 
gravest problem which has confronted 
the battling republic." 


The new forestry regiment will be 


commanded probably by a colonel of 
the regular army, or-by a junior of the 
service promote temporarily to tho 
rank of colonel who will have with him 
a few other officers of the regular es- 
tablishment to keep the organization in 
military trim and charged with the 
military spftiC Tho men of the regi- 
ment will act In co-opcrntlon with the 
French foresters nnd nil the timber 
thnt Is to be cut will be taken In such 
a manner ns to guarantee the perpetu- 
ation of the forests, which furnish It. 


"Cold Steel" In Warfare. 


A day or two ago un order wns Is- 


sued, or nn Intimation wns given that 
It wns to be Issued, thnt tho re- 
cruits of the new American array, 
would be tuught the British bnyonct 
drill Instead of thnt which bus been 
In use in the American armies for a 


that soon reports would begin to como 
In that tho German troops did not 
"like tho bayonet." Tho German nrmy 
drove Its wny Into Frnnce nnd there' 
wns comparatively Ilttlo opportunity 
for a few weeks to Judge of the com- 
parative merits of the men of the op- 
posing armies as bayonet fighters. Af- 
ter (he bntllo of the Marne hund-to- 
linnd fighting became more common, 
and ns tho British nnd the French ad- 
vanced the bayonet come moro and 
more into use. The prediction of tho 
American soldier was borne out. Fre- 
quent cable messages said: "The Ger- 
mans do not llko the bayonet." 


It Is only duo to an enemy to wiy 


thut the German Is jnst as brave as 
nny other fighting man. Tho reason 
for his dislike of tho bayonet is thnt 
he hns been trained to fight, not as an 
Individual, but a» pnrt of a machine. 
Ho Is tuught tho bayonet exercise, but 
the ninchlne-llke movement is evident 
In Ills use of parry, thrust, lunge nnd 
butt to the front. 


Why Germans Dislike It. 


The man who in the American 


army hud Instructed recruits in tho 
bayonet exercise gave his reasons 
for saying thnt tho German would be 
found to bo "shy" when bnyonet met 
bayonet, lie suld thnt in the day that 
he taught recruits in tho American 
nrmy there were no restrictions on en- 
listments except physical restrictions, 
nud that among men entering the serv- 
ice were many recently landed Ger- 
mnns who had served their time In tho 
army of the empire. 


It was found that It wns difficult 


to tench the Gcrnmn recruits the use 
of the bayonet so that they could 
handle the weapon with tho lightning- 
like speed that the. man of virtually 
every other nation could handle it. 
Tho German wns nlways n fraction of 
u second late. Ho camo to "n guard" 
without nny of the llthcness of tho 
men of other nntlonnltlles, nnd while 
he feinted nnd thrust nnd lunged jjer- 
fectly so far as movement was con- 
cerned, there was an appreciable slow- 
ness nbout the thing which would be 
deadly In conflict. 


France's Call for Men. 


From tho Instant thnt war wa» 


declared between the United States 
nnd Germany, American officers of 
the younger and more active ranks 
have urged the necessity of send- 
ing troops quickly to Frnnce. 
It 


Is believed thnt if tho original plnn ot 
high army officers had been adhered 
to, American troops except for some 
few engineer detachments would not 
have been sent to Europe for many 
months. 


Tho view of the younger officers of 


the American service, Indorsed as 11 
was by General Joffre and unquestion- 
ably also by the president, brought a 
change in plnn, although of course it 
Is not known definitely, nor will It be 
published when It is known, just how 
quickly large forces of.Araerlc&n sol- 
diers will be sent to the fighting line,

from Wythc Williams: 


"France always hns kept the num- 


ber of her losses to herself. She now 
snys quite openly thnt she needs men.

ED AND SENT ACROSS TO 


HELP FRANCE. 


Will Give Vital Aid to the Engineer* 


In Rebuilding and Maintaining the 
Lines of Communication—Part of 
Regular Army. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Uncle Sam will send a 


regiment of foresters to France, men 
lardened to the service of field and 
flood and representing the best of 
Mother Nature's breed. 


It is wholly within the range of pos- 


sibilities that these trained woodsmen 
of the United States may turn the 
scale in some of the Important opera- 
tions of the war. It will be the duty 
of these experts of tne forest service 
of the United States to "get out" ma- 
terial necessary for trenches, bridges, 
railroads 
and 
other 
construction 


work of vital Importance not only to 
the fighting line, but to the means of 
keeping it supplied. The foresters will 
be as much a part of the military force 
of the United States as any other unit 
that we send save only that the men 
will be armed with the implements of 
their calling. They will not fight, but 
they must at times run the dangers of 
those who do fight. 
Some of the foresters who will go 


are engineers, but the actual- work of 
rebuilding the railroads which feed 
the fighting lines and the bridges 
which make the advances over rapid 
running streams possible will be the 
duty of the engineering detachments 
of the United States army. The forest- 
ers however, will get out and supply 
the tested material for the use of their 
engineer brethren. The foresters who 
go into a wood like that of Bols le 
Pretre on the west front, which dally 
IB shell-pounded, will know what It Is 
to risk their lives for the cause of de- 
mocracy. 
French Railroads Have Suffered 
Concerning the condition of the 


means of rail communication In France 
at the present time this was written 
today: 
"The French railroads, like those of 


Germany, have suffered terribly from 
the neglect imposed by the use of men 
on the firing lines. The German rail 
roads have suffered most, perhaps, be- 
cause of the lack-of lubricating oils, a 
want of which has played havoc with 
their rolling stock. 
"However this may be, the Frencl 


cannot properly care for their rail 
ways without taking men who are vl 
tally necessary for the defense of thf 
country. The railroads which provide 
important avenues of communication 
between the base and the front for the 
movement of troops and supplies can- 
not be neglected without seriously en- 
dangering operations against the en- 
emy. 
The engineers, the railway men 


and the foresters who will be sent to 
France by Uncle Sam will solve the 
gravest problem which has confronted 
the battling republic." 
The new forestry regiment will be 


commanded probably by a colonel of 
the regular army, or fcy a junior of the 
service promote temporarily to the 
rank of colonel who will have with him

DEMAND FOR SKIS GROWING 


Popularity of Winter Sport Has In-

"Cold Steel" In Warfare. 


A day or two ago an order was is- 


sued, or an intimation was Riven that 
It was to be issued, that the re- 
cruits of the new American army 
would be taught the British bayonet 
drill instead of that which has been 
In use in the American armies for a 
good many years. The reason Is quite 
plain. 
The lessons of the present war, 


which there has been an immense 
amount of hand-to-hand fighting, have 
taught the British that new feints and 
cuts and thrusts with the bayonet- 
tipped rifle are an essential to success. 
The war has brought a good many 
changes In fighting methods, and the 
change In the use of the bayonet has 
not been the least of them. 
"Field guns and the bayonet will 


win the war for America and for its 
allies." 
This is the word frequently spoken 


by army men In Washington. 
Of 


course. It takes no thought of the pos- 
sibility of success of the German sub- 
marine campaign, nor of the possibil- 
ity of a great German naval victory, 
for these two results, vital from the 


that soon reports would begin to come 
n that the German troops did not 
"like the bayonet." The German nrmy 
drove Its way into France and there 
was comparatively little opportunity 
or a few weeks to judge of the com- 
parative merits of the men of the op- 
>oslng armies as bayonet fighters. Af- 
er the battle of the Marne hand-to- 
hand fighting became more common, 
and as the British and the French ad- 
vanced the bayonet came more and 
more Into use. The prediction of the 
American soldier was borne out. Fre- 
quent cable messages said: "The Ger- 
mans do not like the bayonet." 
It is only due to an enemy to wiy 


that the German Is just as brave as 
any other fighting man. The reason 
for his dislike of the bayonet Is that 
he has been trained to fight, not as an 
ndlvldual, but as part of a machine. 
He Is taught the bayonet exercise, but 
the machine-like movement Is evident 
n his use of parry, thrust, lunge and 
butt to tho front 


Why Germans Dislike It. 


The man who In the American 


army had instructed recruits In the 
bayonet exercise gave his reasons 
for saying that the German would be 
found to be "shy" when bayonet met 
bayonet. He said that in the day that 
he taught recruits in th<; American 
army there were no restrictions on en- 
listments except physical restrictions, 
and that among men entering the serv- 
ice were many recently landed Ger- 
mans who had served their time In the 
army of the empire. 
It was found that It was difficult 


to teach the German recruits the uso 
of the bayonet so that they could 
handle the weapon with the lightning- 
like speed that the man of virtually 
every other nation could handle it. 
The German was always a fraction of 
a second late. He came to "a guard" 
without any of the lltheness of the 
men of other nationalities, and while 
he feinted and thrust and lunged per- 
fectly so far as movement was con- 
cerned, there was an appreciable slow- 
ness about the thing which would be 
deadly In conflict 
France's Call for Men. 


From the Instant that war was 


declared between the United States 
and Germany, American officers of 
the younger and more active ranks 
have urged the necessity of send- 
ing troops quickly to France. 
It 


is believed that If the original plan ot 
high army officers had been adhered 
to, American troops except for some 
few engineer detachments would not 
have been sent to Europe for many 
months. 
The view of the younger officers of 


the American sen-Ice. Indorsed as It 
was by General Joffre and unquestion- 
ably also by the president, brought a 
cha'nge In plan, although of course 11 
is not known definitely, nor will It be 
published when it Is known, jnst how 
quickly large forces of American sol- 
diers will be sent to the fighting line.

orders are received to the contrary, 
and then only to one particular ad- 
dress 
It has become too contusing 
to try and deliver mail to patrons'at 
different addresses when part pf it is 
addressed to place of residence and 
some to place, of business, while pos- 
sibly some bears no address at all. 
Again, some patrons have reauested 
certain papers to-be delivered to their 
residences and others to places of 
business, also some patrc-ns kaveje- 
quested' to have monthly statements 
delivered to their residences instead
